HODGE, IS DEAD 


Old Soldier Who Created Disturbance 


Here Last Summer, Passes 


Away. 


John Hodge, a former resident of 


this city, whose peculiar 
-actions 


wUlle on a visit here this spring at- 
tracted a great deal of attention and 
finally resulted In his being commit- 
ted to the state hospital for the In- 
sane at Mendota, died at the home 
of his brother, W. A. Hodge, at Wau- 
nakee, Wls., yesterday morning and 
was burled In that city today. Word 
of Mr. Hodge's death was received 
this morning by J. G. Wray, who 
served during the civil war In 
the 


same company with the ..deceased 
man. 


Mr. Hodge was a man about sixty 


years of aso and was well known by 
the older residents of this city and 
of the entire county. 
In his youth 


he resided with his parents, two sis- 
ters and a brother on a-farm 
Just 


this side of the Frances WUlard home 
In the town of Rock. 
'The father 


was -a professor of mathematics at 
Oberlln college at one time and the 
family was scholarly and well-edu- 
cated" though peculiar -jn tempera- 
ment. 
They were all members of 


the Congregational church and took 
an active Interest In. Its life and work.

Last February he came to this city 
to visit old friends and seemed pec- 
uliarly grieved and disappointed •Up-' 
cause he found so few people whom 
he had known In hJs youth. 
'He 


went to the Congregational church 
but the familiar faces of old acquain- 
tances were very few. ' The people 
did not know him nor his foremr con- 
nection with tho 
church and Mr. 


Hodge brooded bitterly over the fact 
that he was not more warmly wel- 
comed.
